CHARLES 0 CONON,

The death of Charles O'Conor removes
one of the most eminent Iawyers of the
United States,. He was tho son of an
aducated Irish gentleman, and was born
in 1804 in New York city, where lie has
nlways made his home. After receiving
a common  #chool education, young
(O'Conor studied Inw, and was admitted
to tho bar at 'the age of twenty years.
He was an untiring and industrious
atudent, and in the course of a few years,
ho worked his way to thoe front rank of
his profession, in which he bocame the
noknowlodged loader, a position which he
retained until hia sdvancing yeara com-
pelled him to retire from nelive practice.
Chnrles O'Conor was always a domocrat
in politics, Thoe only politieal offics that
he ever held, howoever, wna that of dis-
trict attorney, for a few months, under
the administeation of President Plierca.
Has was a member of the constitutional
eonvention of 1864  Few people remem-
ber that Charlos ()'Conor was once nom-
inated for the presidency of the United
States, bul such is the fact, In 1868 he
was nominated for the presidency by the
extreme or *‘straight-out " democratw,
and received eomplimontary votes to the
number of about 30,000, in various states,

Daring his publie career Charles ('Cone
or was regarded ns one of the leading
lawyors and one of the most eminent  of
American citizens.  He was engaged in
some of the moat important cases ever
tried in this country. A quarter of a
century ago there was no botter known
man inthe Ameviean metropolis, and
there was no better known yoico in  the
courts than his, uttering, as it did, the
utter bhitterness of snrcastic emphusia, To
the man of to-day, Charles O'Conor wans
o tradition, Now that he has paesed
quiotly away, after years of rotire.
ment, Charles O'Conor, by reason  of hiy
singularities amd his extraordinary  abili-
ties, is worthy of racall to the poople's
momory. It isclaimed for him that he
was the last of the common lawyers, who
believe the common law to be the “‘per-
foction of human reason."” He always
stuck to hin old time logic and learning,
nnd was so thoroughly their master that
he was rarely overthrown by anv oppo-
nont, It is said of him that he nover
allowed his preconceived opinion to he
modified by any subsequent event, that
he nlways stuck to his prejudices, and
nevor forgave an enemy or forgot a
friend.

It was not without o bitter and detor-

mined struggle that Charles O'Conor  at-
tained to eminence. His early life was
one constant fight against poverty, and it
is actunlly told of him that he at times
sulfered for the want of food. It was on-
ly after sevoral years of practice in the
lower courts, that he finally reached the
proper field for hls abilities. There wero
at the NewYork bar numerous New Eng-
land lawyers who always seemed to throw
their Influence 'in every pomsible way
against O'Conor,and this explains why he
always hated them with «*‘truoe O'Conorian
hatred.” Ihe vein of bitterneas which
characterized hia disposition was no doubt
due to early poverty and the obataclos
which he had to overcome, In summing
up the charactor of Charles O'Conor, a
recent writer in the New York KEvening
Lonst sayn:
“‘Among Mr. O'Conor'smany queer limi-
tations of geniua was his utter inability
to choose men, consequent onwhich came
an amount of work whioch finally wore
oul even his strength, This inability at
once rates Mr. O'Uonor as & second rate
man, despite his loarning und his geniua.
Through his queer fabrie, combined of
ability, prejudice, envy, and malice
wound a silver thread of charity, of love,
of chivalry, Of coaarity which at times
was Quixottio In ats largencss. Of loye
which to the fow poople who came within
itascopo was as warm s the sun in Aug-
ust, and of chivalry shown to a marked
extont in the matter of his marriage.
When going to Paris to settlo up the
afl'sirs 0? his friend McCracken, and find-
ing that gentleman a bankrupt, with no
support offering for the widow, he,
though by no means a marrying eort of
man, promptly oftered himself, and for
the rest of tho lady's life treated hor with
the most perfect courtesy, indulgenco
and gencrosily, Besides which, he
udupwﬁ her son and treated him as if he
had been in truth his own, With all
theso fine traits, one fears that the bitter
side of ('Conor will be the one least ro-
membered in this community, and that
men will quote, ‘You may get mercy in
hull, gir, but not in Beekwan street,’
rather than the chivalerssque incident of
his umrr'u_;ﬁa or his countless acls of pri-
vate munificence.”

THE SHIPPING BILL FRAUD,

The extract from the Congrossional
dtecord which we print to-day s a clear
exposition of the true nature of the ship-
piog bill now before the Senate, 1t
comes In good time because there has
been an immense amouvnt of ignorance
about this measure which ought to be
cleared away. It has been popularly
supposed that the appropriation of §1,
500,000  ycar, or $10,000 & trip which
the bill makes for carrying the mails to
Brazil was only a liberal but neces-
sary expenditure, This Is the idea which
the supporters of the bill have in.
dustrioualy tried to spread abread, In
a very plausible way they have
a subaidy of §1,495,600 to the ship-owners
over and above a reasonable payment for
the work they will do, The cool sudacity
of this job would do credit to the late
lamented William Tweed. It has been
constantly denied that the object of the
bill was snything more than topay a just
suw for the mail transportation named.
Aud yeb, if it passed, it would make the
mail survice to Brozil coat more (han all
the mail service to the whola of  Europe,
Ohioa, Japau, Australis, Very Crus, and
New Zealand combined. It is very cloar
that the bill is only snother raid on the
tressury cunuingly disguised  under
an assumed patriotie purpo o
llhuwu that it would be & good thing to

RESULTS oF LIMITED
FRANCIHTSE,

A fow daya ago a joint resolution was
reported in the house proposing an
important  amendment to the constitu-
tion. The change suggested was the in-
nertion of the word “*nativity” in tho liat
of causes for which noither the nationnl
nor any state government may forbid a
oitizen to vote. The real moeaning of
this addition does not appear on ita face.
Ita real aim is againegt the property limit
to the franchise which Rhode Island and
one or two other states have set up, and
which are folt to be wholly opiposed to
the spivit of our institutions, When the
fiftoenth amendment was first  proposed
it mentionod “‘nativity, propoerty and
creced” among the grounds on which
the franchise should not be denied to
any citizen, The Ithode Island senatora
objected to these Lhreeo words beeanso
they would conflict with the laws and
prejudices of their state, Tho threat
was made that if they were retained, the
smendment would be rejected by Rhode
Island., The other senatora believed the
vote of that state necessary to the sue-
coss of the measure. Rather than see it
fail, therefore, they struck out the ob.
Joctional words, The present attempt
is to put the amendment back into the
original shape, and make universal suf-
frago compulsory everywhore,

The constitution of Ithode Island pro-
vides that while the native born citizens
who pay a poll tax of §1 are entitled to
autfrage, naturalized citizens cannot vote
unless they posscss taxable property to
the amount of 8134 Some veryinteresting
facts about tho results of this provision
have been brought forward in the discus-
sion of the proposed amendment. In
1880, according to the census, Rhode Ts-
Iand hnd a population of 276,581 persons
Of these 133,030 were males, of whom
70,808 wero over 21 years of age. The
population has grown rapidly since then,
It is safe to say that when the con-
greasional election of 1882 was held the
state had 300,000 people and 80,000
males of the voting age. Nevertheless, at
that election only 10,2106 persons voted,
or only one-eighth of the entire male
population above the age of 21. The
reason for this small number of actual
votaors is not difficult to find, Itis foundin
the fact that more than one-half
the population is of foreign parentage,
and a great part of these were deprived
of a vote by the property restriction.
The figures on this matter aroe interesting,
In 1880 there were in the stato 133,000
inhabitants of United States pareuntage,
and 143,100 of foreign parentage, Of
the latter 73,003 were of foreign birth,
Besides thoso of the latter class who did
not become naturalized because thoy
could never obtain politicalrights without
property, there were betweon 10,000 and
20,000 who have beon naturalized and
sinee disfranchised by not having prop
orty, Theso figures explain how it hap-
pens that only one person in eight of the
voling population, and only one in thirty
of the entire population, exercises the
franchise.

In other words, the government of
Rhode Island is not a government by the
people. It is & governmont by property ;
money rulea the state arnd the masses
have no voice,

The government is entirely in the
hands of an aristooracy of wealth created
by law. Toverty is as galling in itsell
there ws elsowhere and carries with it the
doubls sticg of political inferiority.
Questiona may of course arise in any
atate on which it may be right to restrict
tho voting only to property owners.

T'wain once remarkod that he felt rather
